VICTORIA, Canada—Under a Bud 
get brought down in the British Col- 
umbia Legislature by Mr J. W. Jones 
Minister of Finance for the Province

estimated will produce’ - $2,500,000- a 
year. It Wl be imposed in addition 
to the ordinary and federal income 
tax imposts. 

Mr Jones told the Legiiaflature that 
British Columbia since the War has 
been living far beyond her imcome, 
piling up deficits and borrowing 
money to pay running expenses, un- 
ti} the time had come When the fin 
amcial structure must be rebuilt front 
the ground up.
